Mork Saturday, he immedi- 
in Re atred -of enator Cham- 
berlaig’ whether he had been cor- 
rectien reported, and upon ascer- 
taining from the senator that he 
had beén, the president felt it his 
duty to make the. following state- 
ment: 

“Senator Chamberlain's state- 
ment as to the present inaction 
and ineffectiveness of the gzovern- 
ment is an astonishing and abso- 
lutely ~ unjustifiable distortion of 
the truth. ~As a matter of fact, 
the war department has performed 
a task of unparalleled magnitude 
and difficulty with extraordinary 
promptness and efficiency. There 
have been delays and. disappoint- 
ments and partial miscarriages of 
plans, all of which have been 
drawn into the foreground and ex- 
aggerated by the investigations 
which have been in progress since 
the congress assembled—investi- 
gations which drew indispensable 
officials of the department con- 
stantly away from their work and 
officers from their commands, and 
contributed a great deal to such 
delays and confusion as had inevit- 
ably arisen. But by comparison 
with what has been accomplished 
these things. much as they were to 
be regretted, were insignificant 
and ng mistake has been madé 
which has been repeated.

I am 
bound toinferthat that statemefft 
sprang out of opposition to the 
administration's whole policy 
rather than out of any serious in- 
tention to reform its practice.’” 


Chambertain’s Reply te Wlison. 


Senator Chamberlain said: 

“In my New York speech I had 
not prepared the address and spoke 
twenty minutes extemporaneously, 
without notes. I pointed out that 
from Bunker Hill to the present 
time we had had no military or- 
ganization or policy. The press 
report of my address was correct. 
But my argument was directed to 
the military establishment and not 
to other departments of the gov- 
ernment, although it was broad 
enough to be subject to thaé inter- 
pretation. But those hearing it 
knew I referred merely to the mili- 
tary establishment and that the 
senate military committee had un- 
dertaken, through the bills for a 
war cabinet and a director of muni- 
tions, to work out changes in the 
establishment. 

“Il explained that these bills were 
not administration measures. I did 
not misrepresent them. 

“Secretary Baker's efforts to bet- 
ter his organization have my ut- 
most approval. He has made much 
improvement. But the inherent 
weakness of his reorganization is 
that nobody between the army and 
the president has legal authority. 
There is the council of national de- 
fense, the war.industries board and 
the clearance committee—all pure-

Karly today word that the president 
opposed the war council plan was 
conveyed to the capitol with the as- 
gurance that the legislation would be 
fought to a finish.

BURLESON AGAIN. 

On January 17—last Thursday—aen im 
portant business letter to The Constitution, 
concerning a matter that should have been 
attended to here Saturday, was mailed in 
New Orleans. The New Orleans postoffice 
stamp on the envelope shows that it was 
started on fts way to Atlanta on January 17. 

The Constitution received that letter 
, Monday, January 21! 

In other words, assuming that the letter 
was mailed so late that ft could not leave 
New Orleans before night, it was Thursday 
night, Friday, Saturday, Sunday and Sunday 
night in reaching Atlanta! 


The postmaster general says that the 
mails are being delayed only because the 
trains are running late; but since last 
Thursday no New Orleans-Atlanta train has 
been more than a few hours late, while this 
letter was delayed a few days! 


On December 31 The Constitution sent a 
package to New York, with a letter accom- 
panying it. On January 19—last Saturday— 
we received a letter from the addressee 
stating that two weeks previously he had re- 
ceived the package, upon which was marked 
“From The Constitution,” but that no ex- 
planatory letter had yet come! 


In this instance, then, agcording to Mr.’ 
Burleson’s explanation, the train was prac- 
tically on time in carrying the package, but 
more than two weeks behind schedule in the 
delivery of the letter which was deposited in 
the Atlanta postoffice with the package! 


If The Constitution were the only business 
institution that is suffering under this mis- 
erable inefficiency of the postal service our 
individual complaints would not amount to 
much; but such is not the case. It hits 
everybody who has occasion to use the 
mails. If The Constitution’s business corre- 
spondence is so wretchedly delayed it is rea- 
sonable to assume that that of every other 
business institution is suffering correspond- 
ingty. 

Elsewhere upon this page we reproduce 
an editorial from The Macon Daily News, 
which newspaper says that— 


“It is a notorious fact in Washington 
and elsewhere that the present postmas- 
ter generalise guided primarily by thede- | 
sire to make the postal system profitable. 
Every other consideration is secondary. 
If he can economize, even at the expense 
of good service, he is perfectly willing 
to do so, and, in fact, he has constantly 
carried out that policy. He wants to 
say to congress and to the American 
people at the end of the year, not how 
efficient e postoffice’ department has 
been, but how much money it has mede.” 


That tells the wlivle story. It comes 
nearer in a few words to explaining the mail 
delays than could columns of Mr. Burleson’s 
camouflage about train delays! : 


The press and the people everywhere 
throughout the country are taking this mat- 
ter up and expressing their utter disgust 
with the policy under which the postoffice | 
department is béing run, atid to which Mr. :

Therefore, Russia today has no govern- 
ment, but anarchy; and that anything even 
resembling democratic government can come 
out of the confusion so long as the Bolshe- 
viki retain the reins—and especially so long 
as Trotzky and Lenine retain leadership of 
the Bolsheviki—seems hopeless.

TIPPING WITH WAR STAMPS. 


So long as the traveling. public is sup-

use war thrift stamps in lieu of money in 
bestowing tips. 

But we have as yet seen no statement 
that the government has expressed its ap- 
proval of the recent action of the Georgia 
Hotel Men’s association requesting hotel 
patrons to adopt that policy. 

Mr. F. E. Harris, a traveler, who says he 
is a member of several traveling men’s or- 
ganizations, and that he has crossed the con- 
tinent twenty-two times each way, has, 
through The Constitution, voiced his most 
vehement opposition to such a policy, taking 
the position thag— 


“it is all right for the traveling man to 
buy all these stamps he can, to help his 
government, and it is all right for ho- 
tels and restaurants to sell them if they 
like, but to carry a stock of them for the 
purpose of having the traveler buy them 
to give them, in turn, to his porters and 
helpers, is all wrong.”

I said it was a big happy family, and so 
it is, but as in all happy families, there are 
servants, so in the British army there are 
also servants, officers’ servants, or “O. 8.” as 
they are termed. In the American army the 
common name for them is “dog robbers.” 
From a controversy in the English papers, 
Winston Churchill made the statement, as 
far as I can remember, that the officers’ 
servants in the British forces totaled nearly 
two hundred thousand. He claimed that 
this removed two hundred thousand excep- 
tionally good and well-trained fighters from 
the actual firing line, claiming that the of- 
ficers, when selecting a man for servant's 
duty, generally picked the man who had 
been out the longest and knew the ropes. 


But from my. observation I find that a | 


large percentage of the servants do go over 
the top, but behind the lines, they very sel- 
dom engage in digging parties, fatigues, pa- 
rades or drills. This work is as necessary 
as actually engaging in an attack, therefore 
I think that it would be safe to say that the 
all-round work of the two hundred thousand 
is about equal to fifty thousand men who 
are on straight military duties. In numerous 
instances, officers’ servants’ hold the rank 
of lance corporals and they assume the same 
duties and authority of a butler. The one 
stripe giving him precedence over ghe other 
servants.

“LET US HAVE END OF BURLESON

Public sentiment throughout the entire 
country seems to be crystallizing in the 
demand that there shall be a change in the 
office of the postmaster general. 

The inefficlency and’ delay in the han- 
dling of the gnails have reached a point be- 
yond all endurance and one by one pub- 
lic protests are being made throughout the 


country. 

There has never been a time in the his- 
tory of this country when the general pub- 
lic was so heartily disposed to make any 
reasonable sacrifice, endure any discomfort, 
if it be necessary to the best interests of 
the government. The mere fact that an ap- 
peal for such self-sacrifice is based on pa- 
triotism and is necessary to the winning of 
the war is all the average man wants to 
know. He is ready and willing to take his 
share of the incidental inconvenience, 

It is unfair and unjust that the post- 
master general should take advantage of this 
attibude on the part of the public and pur- 
sue a pennywise policy because he thinks 
he can get away with it under cloak of na- 
tional necessity. 

It is a notorious fact in Washington and 
elsewhere that the present postmaster gener- 
al is guided primarily by the desire to make 
the postal system profitable. Every other 
consideration 1s secondary. If he can econ- 
omize even at the expense of good service 
he is perfectly willing to do so, and, in fact, 
he has constantly carried out that policy. He 
wants to say to congress and to the Ameri- 
can people at the end of the year, not how 
efficient the postoffice department has been, 
but how much money it has made. 

This is a tremendous handicap to the post- 
masters of the country. For the most part 
they are rendering the best possible service 
with the facilities at hand. But they are 
asked to pay their help starvation wages 
and are not allowed to employ enough train-

Washington, January 21.—-(Special.)— 


| Congressman William Schley Howard has 


introduced the following bill which is of gen 
eral interest to the labor people: 

“Be it emacted by the senate and house of 
representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in congress assembled, that, on and aft- 
er the passage of this act, the pay of all 
printers, compositors, job compositors and 
imposers, and pressmen employedinthe gov- 
ernment printing office shall be at the rate 
of 60 cents per hour for the time actually 
employed: Provided, that whenever the ex- 
igencies of the service require that work shall 
be performed on Sunday, the public printer, 
may, in his discretion, pay to employees 
so engaged not to exceed fifty per centum 
in addition to the regular rate paid for such 
work: Provided further, that all employees 
of the government printing office engaged 
on night work (between the hours of 5 
o’clock postmeridian and 8 o'clock anteme-.

They 
know that the one man in the president’s 
cabinet who is a politician above everything 
else is Albert Sidney Burleson. It seems 
to be a kind of tradition to put a politician 
in the job, and it may have been all very 
well, before the war. But the day of the pol- 
iticilan is over for the time being. The 
day of efficiency is at hand.

1864 the first international was formed 
in London under the guidance of Karl 
Marx. The closing watchword of the 
manifesto was taken up and used in 
the first circular issued by the Inter- 
national Association of Workingmen. 
It ts most characteristic for the ten- 
dencies of the modern labor movement 
that its first organization had an in- 
ternational character. Nevertheless 
this organization was an anticipation 
of the future needs of the movement 
rather than a real steering instrument 
in the class struggle. There was still 
a wide gulf between the ultimate goal 
of the international, the communistic 
revolution, and its immediate activi- 
ties, which took the form mainly of 
international co-operation in the cha- 
otic strike movements of the laborers 
in various countries. Even the found- 
ers of the international hoped that the 
revolutionary march of events would 
very soom overcome the contradiction 
between ideology and practice. While 
the general council was giving money 
to aid groups of strikers in England 
and on the continent, it was at the 
same time making classic attempts to 
harmonize the conduct of the workers 
in all countries in the field of world 
politics. 

ACTIVITY OF THE 

FIRST INTERNATIONAL. 

But these endeavors did not as yet 
have a sufficient material foundation. 
The activity of the first international 
coincided with that period of wars 
which opened the way for capitalistic 
development in Europe and North 
America. In spite of its doctrinal and 
educational importance, the attempts 
of the international to mingle in world 
politics must all the more clearly have 
shown the advanced workingmen of all 
countries their impotence as against 
the national class state. The Paris 
commune, flaring up out of the war, 
was the culmination of the first inter- 
national. Just as the communist mani- 
festo was the theoretical anticipation 
of the. modern labor movement, and 
the first international was the prac- 
tical anticipation of the labor associa- 
tions of the world, so the Paris com- 
mune was the revolutionary anticipa- 
tion of the dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat. 

But only an anticipation, nothing 
more. And for that very reason it was 
clear that it is impossible for the pro- 
letariat to overthrow the machinery of 
state and reconstruct society by noth- 
ing but revolutionary improvisations. 
National gtates that emerged from the 
wars created the one real foundation 
for this historial -work, the national 
foundation. Therefore, the proletariat 
must go through the school of self- 
education. 

The first tnternational fulfilled its 
mission of a nursery for the national 
socialist parties. After the Franco- 
Prussian war and the Paris commune, 
the international dragged along a mori- 
bund existence for a few years more, 
and in 1872 was transplanted to Amer- 


ica, to which various religious, social 
and other experiments had often wan- 
dered before, to die there. 

Then began the period of prodigious 
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The French labor movement recov- 
ered but slowly from the loss of blood 


tarded industrial growth, and in a na- 
tionalistic atmosphere of the most nox- 
fous greed for “revenge.” Wavering 
between an anarchistic “denial” of the 
state and a vulgar-democratic capitu- 
lation to it, the French proletarian 
movement developed by adaptation to 
the social and political framework of 
the bourgeois republic. 

AS Marx had already foreseen in 1870, 
the center of gravity of the socialist 
movement shifted to Germany. 

After tthe Franco-Prussian war, 
united Germany entered upon an era 
similar to the one England had passed 
through in the twenty years previous: 
an era of capitalistic prospertity, of 
democratic euffrage, of a higher stand- 
ard of living for the upper strata of the 
proletariat, 

Theoretically, the German iabor 
movement marched under the banner 
‘of Marxism. Still in its dependence on 
ithe conditions of the period, Marxism 
became for the German proletariat not 
the algebraic formula of the revolution 
that it was at the beginning, but the 
theoretic method for adaptation to a 
national capitalistic state crowned 
with the Prussian helmet. Capitalism, 
which had achieved a temporary equilib- 
rium, continually revolutionized the 
economic foundation of national life. To 
preserve the power that had resulted 
from the Franco-Prussian war, it was 
necessary to inerease the standing

of the last period, covering forty-five 
years, are: victorious capitalism, mili-

The great centralized trade unions of 
Germany developed in direct depend- 
ence upon the development of national 
industry, adapting themselves to its 
successes in the home and the foreign 
markets, and coritrolling the prices of 
raw materials and manufactured prod- 
ucts. Localized in political districts to 
adapt itself to the election laws and 
stretching feelers in all cities and rural 
communities, the social democracy built 
up the unique structure of the political 
organization of the German proletariat 
with its many-branched bureaucratic 
hierarchy, its one million dues-paying 
members, ite four million voters, nine- 
ty-one daily papers and sixty-five party 
printing presses. This whole many- 
sided activity, of immeasurable histor- 
ical importance, was permeated through 
and through with the spirit of possibil- 
ism. le 
_ In forty-five years history did not of- 
fer the German proletariat a single 
opportunity to remove an obstacle by 
a stormy attack, or to capture any 
hostile position in a revolutionary ad- 
vance. As a result of the mutual re- 
lation of social forces, it was forced 
to avoid obstacles or adapt itself to 
them. In this, Marxism as a theory 
was a valuable tool for political guid- 
ance, but it could not change the op- 
portunist character of the class move- 


ment, which in essence was at that 
time alike in England, France and Ger- 
many.

The similarity of ‘these two phe-

The 
English proletariat in the struggle to 
meet its daily issues was forced to form 
an independent party of its own, with- 
out, however, breaking with its liberal 
traditions; and the party of the Ger- 
man proletariat, when the war forced 
upon it the necessity of a decisive 
choice, gave an answer in the spirit 
of the national-liberal traditions of the 
English labor party. . 

Marxism, of*course, was not merely 
something accidental or insignificant 
in the German labor movement. Yet 
there would be no basis for deducing 
the social-revolutionary character of 
the party from its official marxist 
ideology. 

Tdeology is an important, but not a 
decisive factor in politics. Its role is 
that of waiting on politics. That deep- 
seated contradiction, which was in- 
herent in the awakening revolutionary 
flags on account of its relatian to the 
feudal-reactionary state, demanded an 
irreconcilable ideology which would 
bring the whole movement under the 
banner of social revolutionary aims.

capitalistic development of the coun- 
try, in the course of which adaptation 
an organization of a million members ; 


which led the entire movement was 
educated—this fact does not cease to 
exist and does not lose its weighty 


significance because Marxism antici- le 


pated the revolutionary character of the 


ideology could give the same place to 
this forecast that it does to the politi- 
cal actualities of the German labor 
movement. 

The German revisionists were influ- 
enced in their conduct by the contradic- 
tion between the reform practice of the 
party and its revolutionary theories. 
They did not understand that this con- 
tradiction is conditioned by temporary, 
even if long-lasting circumstances and 
that it can only be overcome by fur- 
ther social development. To them it 


was a logical contradiction. The mis- 
take of the revisionists was not that | 
they confirmed the reformistic char- | 
acter of the party’s tactics in the past, 
but that they wanted to perpetuate re- 
formism theoretically and make it the 
only method of the proletarian class 
struggle. This, the revisionists failed 
to take into account the objective ten- 
dencies of capitalistic development, 
which by deepening class distinctions 
must lead to the social revolution as 
the one way to the emancipation of the 
proletariat. 


VICTORY OF MARXISM 
IN THEORETICAL DISPUTE. 

Marxisin emerged from this theoreti- 
cal dispute as the victor all along the 
line. But revisionism, although de- 
feated on the field of theory, continued 
to live, drawing sustenance from the 
actual conduct and the psychology of 
the whole movement. The critical refu- 
tation of revisionism as a theory by 
no means signified its defeat tactically 
and psychologically. The parliamen- 
tarians, the unionists, the comrades 
continued to live and to work in the 
atmosphere of general opportunism, of 
practical specializing and of nationalis- 
tic narrowness. Reformism made its 
impress even upon the mind of Au- 
gust Bebel, the greatest representative 
of this period. 

The spirit of opportunism must have 
taken a particularly strong hold on 
the generation that came into the party 
in the eighties, in the time of Bis- 
marck’s anti-socialist laws and of \op- 
pressive reaction all over Europe. Lack- 
ing the apostolic zeal of the genera- 
tion that was connected with the first 


international, hindered in its first steps 
by the power of victorious imperialism, 
forced to adapt itself to the traps and 
snares of the anti-socialist ‘laws, this 
generation grew up in the spirit of 
moderation and constitutional distrust 
of revolution. They are now men of
